What is FIRE, hmmm? Well 
to produce fire there must be 
‘ three factors present at the 
same time. Fuel, air and heat. If 
any one of these is removed, 
there can not be a fire. Air is 
I always present and cannot be 
i eliminated by any practical 
[ means. Fuel, in vapor form, must 
! not be liberated in the presence 
I of heat. Heat must’nt be allowed 
! in the areas where the presence 
I of vapors is known or suspected. 

' In other words, do not allow 
la lighted match to get in con- 
I tact with escaping vapor from 
! cleaning fluids, gasoline and so 
I on. 

I When a sp -k from an incin¬ 
erator or similar equipment es- 
j capes, there is no telling just 
I where or into what it may drop. 

; Dry weeds on a day of low 
I humidity are nearly as suscept- 
I ibie to heat as gasoline vapors 
or natural gas. Let’s keep the 
three factors apart until we need 
them for our own use. 

Air can be removed by 
SMOTHERING. Cover burning 
containers with lids, blankets or 
other means. Good fire extin¬ 
guishers containing C02 or foam 
to eliminate air, or carbon tetra¬ 
chloride can be used. 

Heat is removed by quench¬ 
ing. Use water from hose, soda 
acid extinguishers, or as water 
fog. 

Fuel may be removed by 
shutting valves, plugging lines, 
etc. If we remove fuel before 
heat reaches it, we are practic¬ 
ing one of the first principles of 
fire prevention. That fuel col¬ 
lected around the incinerator is 
only waiting for the chance to 
take off at a time when we are 
least expecting it. It may oc¬ 
cur at night. 

I feel quite proud to claim 
credit for the firemen in helping 
to make the Saturday Parade 
a success.

What were 
the first hotels in Sierra Madre? 

In 1886 -N. C. Carter built the 
first hole!, known as the Ocr*an 
View Hou.se. which was located 
cn the no.dh east corner of Au- 
.burn and Paim (.Mira Monte/ 
Ave. and sliU stands there, with 
some modifications in its sir', - 
I ture. 

■Srjon after its construction, the 
first school located on Hermosa 
i and Live Oak (Orange Grove), 
was abandont'd and moved to 
1 the .site of the Ocean View 
j House and attached to it as a 
kitchen, according to William E. 
FK-utsch. 

; Another old landmark, still 
1 .standing at 30 North Baldwin 
I Ave. was the sc'cond hotel, erect- 
ed by a group of men and sold 
to Mi.ss Frances Hawks who ran 
it as a Tourist Hotel for a 
. few years. This was iater sold 
and became known as Hotel 
Shirley until about 1920 when 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank W. .Smith 
came from .Seattle and bought 
it. changing the name to Hotel 
Rainier. (Ih^-y would, coming 
from Seattle'. 

Mr. and Mrs. Smith were di¬ 
rectly. end by lease (connected

Cook apricots slowly In water 
until very soft. Add sugar; bring 
to boiling point.

Soften 
gelatin in cold wa^er: dissolve In 
hot apricots. Chill. Arrange layer 
of cake in bottom of tray which 
has been lined with waxed paper. 
Over the cake pour the apricot 
mixture. Boat egg: add sugar and 
flavoring: fold in whipped cream. 
Spread on top of apricots. Freeze 
about 1 hour. Remove from trav. 
Cut in squares: serve cream side
